FURY OF WIND AND FIRE INCREASES, 


Worse Destruction May Follow tf Rain 
Does Not Soon Fall, 

Miuwavxzr,. Wis., Sept. 15.— (Special. ]— 
Milwaukee is tonight enveloped in smoke 
from the forest fires which are burnmg 
throughout Northern Wisconsin. The wind 
is blowing a gale from the northwest, which 
is certain to spread the fires, and the worst 
may be yet to come unless there is rain, which 
is the only relief. Rain fell this afternoon in 
some of the more extreme northern points of 
the State, but it had not reached far into the 
burning district up to tonight. 


About the towns within the burning district 


citizens are fighting the -fires day and night 


to prevent the flames reaching within the 


limits. The fires appear to be the worst 
along the line of the Wisconsin Central railway. 
Through Wisconsin Central trains between 
Chicago and Minneapolis are running over 
the Omaha road between Eau Claire and 
Marshfield on account of the burning of a 
bridge. Trainmen arriving here say the 
smoke extends 200 miles south from the 
burning sections and vessel Captains report 
the smoke on the lake to be as thick as a fog. 

A dispatch from Babcock, Wood County, to 
Assistant Superintendent McKenna of the St. 
Paul railroad says a strong wind caused 
the forest fires in that vicinity to 
become much worse and that the 
flames have made a clean sweep between 
Babcock and Necedah, a distance of over twen- 
ty miles. Babcock is eighteen miles south- 
west of Grand Rapids, and the country be- 
tween it and Necedah is not thickly settled, so 
that the principal damage is that resulting 
from the destruction of timber. The agent 
at Babcock also says that cranberry and hay 
marshes have been burned over at Tomah and 
Worden, and that the fires are bad around 
several towns in that vicinity, including Mer- 
rill, Pine ver Heights, Coombs, Daney, 
Runkels’ Mills, and Rudolph. 

The largest of these places is Rudolph, which 
is about seven miles northeast of Grand 
Rapids, and has a population of between 200 
and 800. No reports of damage to property 
of the railway company have been received, 
but the fires are burning close to the tracks in 
many places, and the switch engines used in 
and around Wausau are housed for safety.

Deadwood, and this mornmg they came to 
business with bloodshot eyes and the marks 
of a hard fight upon them. Nearly the entire 
male population passed the night fighting the 
forest fire north of the city, which for hours 
threatened to sweep all before it. Bankers 
merchants, doctors, laboring men, and every-, 
body took a hand, and, by their exertions, 
managed to save the city. 

At 11 o’clock last night the fire had reached 
a point on Forest hill, only a mile distant. 
The track of flames was two miles wide, and 
lay through a region thick with dry 
brush and timber. The wind was blow- 
ing a gale, rendering it impossible 
by reason of the heat and smoke to approach 
nearer than 100 feet to the blaze. The flames 
were leaping to the tops of pine trees and 
jumping a hundred feet high. Along the line 
of this wall of fire were scattered a thousand 
men or more with axes, shovels, and pine 
boughs, cutting down trees, building braces, 
and fighting back the fast advancing flamés. 

All night long they battled, while reinforce- 
ments kept pouring in from the city and neigh- 
boring towns. Still the fire advanced, helped 
on by the wind, and the contest seemed hope- 
less. Just when the men were exhausted and 
all hopes almost given up the wind 
veered and blew away from town 
for about half an hour. The precious 
moments were taken advantage of; a path 
1,000 feet wide was cut in front of the fire, 
the timber carried off, and when the wind 
again changed and blew toward the city the 
flames found nothing to feed on. Occasion- 
ally they would leap across the clearing, but 
hundreds of men were ready to beat them out. 

Today it is thought all danger is past. Five 
hundred men still remain to watch the flames, 
but unless a high wind arises no apprehen- 
sion is felt. The damage to growing timber 
is so vast that it cannot be estimated, in ad- 
dition to which the city has expended about 
$10,000 in controlling the flames. : 


MANY SMALL TOWNS IN DANGER, 


Men and Women Fighting for Their

NNILLSVILILA, Wis., Sept. 15.— [Special.] —

As they jumped from the 
baggage-car their companion alighted from 
the locomotive, and the four left for the 
woods all in plain view of the passengers, who 
were now thoroughly excited. 

As the train increased its speed one of the 
men turned towards the cars and waved his 
hand. The robbers forced their way into the 
ear by break.ng down the door by means of a 
blacksmith’s sledge, which had evidently been 
taken from some of the vacated mine build- 
Ings. 

The four men were described as follows: 
One large, square-shouldered; one tall and 
slim; one short and thick-set ; while the fourth 
was rather below the medium size. The latter 
was the man who had charge of the engine. 
Such little time wa¥ consumed in the transac- 
tion that the train was less than five minutes 
late when it reached Calumet. 

Officers were güickly at work and within 
three hours’ time fully 100 Deputy Sheriffs 
were scouring fhe entire country. The Calu- 
met and Hecla Mining company promptly of- 
fered the officials and express company all 
the assistance in its power to hunt the rascals 
down. Fifty men employed by the mining 
company who had been previously sworn in

Four Arrests Are Made. 


Four men, Jack King, the Cornish wrestler; 
John Kehoe, a saloonkeeper of Red Jacket; 
Jack Chelew, keeper of a house of ill-fame at 
Ishpeming; and a man named Gorman, a 
stranger, were arrested in Hancock this after- 
noon and are held on suspicion, King and 
Gorman hired a rig at one of the livery 
stables to go to Calumet. This was two 
hours before the robbery took place. They 
came back an hour after the affair, not com- 
ing to Calumet at all.

Another man who was 
put under indictment when Wilcox was three 
years ago—and tried, but not convicted—is 
now in Chicago. He also told this same cit- 
izen of Sioux City who is now in Chicago that 
Wilcox has been connected probably as leader 
of a gang of train-robbers in Illinois. He as 
much as told him, too, that the supposed 
negro in question is none other than Wilcox, 
who is 5 feet 10 inches in height, slim, 30 
years old, and weighs between 130 and 150 
pounds. .

Strike May Begin Monday. 

The situation among the coal miners in the 
Department of Pas de Calais is critical, and 
it is expected the threatened strike will be be- 
gun Monday. The Belgian miners are in 
hearty sympathy with their French brethren, 
and it is probable a sympathetic strike 
will be ordered in the Borinage dis- 
trict of Belgium. Heretofore when a 
strike has been on in Pas de Calais the ex- 
pedient of importing coal from Belgium and 
England was resorted to. The great strike of 
coal miners in England and Wales has caused 
a scareity in the supply of coal for export 


from those countries, and should the demand 


be increased by attempts to get coal for 
French steamers and for other purposes it is 
more than likely values would go up so high 
the French dealers would not pay them. The 
Borinage district is an important coal pro- 
ducing center and a strike there would cut off 
a hitherto unfailing source of supply.

INCREASED TAXATION RESISTED. 


Serious Rioting in Spain as a Result of 
: New Burdens Imposed. 

Maprip, Sept. 15.—The excitement through- 
out the country growing out of the fiscal re- 
forms recently adopted by the government 
has not abated. The agitation against the 
new measures has been carried on to a greater 
extent in the Provinces of Navarte, Tarra- 
gona, Cordova, and Oviedo than elsewhere in 
the country, and the people are deeply in- 
censed ct the government because of the new 
burdens placed upon them in the way of taxa- 
tion. The principal cities and towne in the 
provinces named have been the scenes of 
much: rioting. The anger of the people 
has found vent in attacks upon 
the tax collectors, who have been 
mobbed and stoned. The officials have been 
so intimidated by the violence to which they 
huve been subjected that their work is practi- 
cally at a standstill. The most serious out- 
break occurred in the Town of Mont Blanc, 
place of about 5,000 inhabitants, seventeen 
miles northwest of Tarragona. Here, when 
the civic guard attempted to disperse a mob 
that was howling against the government anc. 
smashing the windows of houses with stones, 
the rioters, some of whom were armed with 
revolvers, fired upon guards. The latter 
retaliated, firing into crowd. Three of 
the rioters were instantly killed and several 
were wounded. Window-stnashing has been 
a feature of the disturbances, and the houses 
of government officials, particularly those oc- 
copied by the tax collectors, have scarcely a 
whole pane of glass in them.

SIOUX CITY UNION DEPOT OPENED. 


Fine Structure of Pink Jasper in the“ Corn 
Palace” City. 

Srovux Crry, Ia., Sept. 15.—[Speeial. Sioux 
City’s new Union Depot has been formally 
opened to the public, and in a few days all 
passenger trains running into Sioux City, with 
the possible exception of those of the Sioux 
City and Pacific road, will receive and dis- 


charge passengers in it. 

The opening of this depot witnesses the 
realization of one of the earliest of Sioux 
City’s ambitions. Since 1876 there has been 
an endeavor to interest the roads centeri 
here in a union depot project, but to no avail. 
Two years ago a company known as the Sioux 
City Warehouse and ‘Terminal company, com- 

of Sioux City men, took the matter in 
d and has built the depot. It has come to 
be a commonplace remark depot is 
the finest west of Chicago, and that it is the 
best in the country in a city of this size. The 
architecture of the building is simple to the 
point of severity. If there is any criticism to 
which it is open it is on this point. ‘There is 
almost no relief from the monotony of the 
exterior. The materials of which it is built 
are-such as to give the best effect to a build- 
ing of this style, however. The pink jasper 
stone, in great blocks, with trimmings of red 
sandstone, forms a handsome buildi with- 
out any ornamentation, and one of best 
effects from this style is the .appearance 
of substantiality. The buildmg is plainly 
built, not for ornam@iital purposes, or for 
the use of a few years, but for use for many 
generations. One of its best points is its loca- 
tion. It is only one block from the business 
center of the city, and convenient to all the 
rapid transit lines. It a frontage of j 
— block on Phird street, making it 318 feet 
ong. 
Third and Douglas, is three stories in height, 
and has a frontage of 160 feet on Third by 
80 feet on Douglas street. Adjoining this on 
the east is the wing used for the buggage- 
rooms, This is two stories in height; on the 
upper floor are offices, which are octupied by 
the general offices of the Sioux City and 
Northern road. main entrance to the 
structure is from the Dougias street side. It 
is under a handsome archway above which is 
a fine piece of ornamental carving. Above 
the arch are the words, carved in the stone, 
Union Passenger Station.“ 

The visitor enters from this arch, passing 
through the great dcors that lead to the court 
or rotunda, or he may turn to the right as he 
enters and passup the grand staircase that 
leads to the second floor. If he enters the 
rotunda he finds before him the great central 
feature of the depot—the one that is the ad. 
miration of every visitor—and that is the 
more pleasi becuuse, with the elaboration 
of detail and richness of finish, it would hardly 
be expected after a glance at the plain exte- 
rior. It is soon discovered that the simplicity 
of the exterior is more than compensated for 
by the elegance of the interior and its remark- 
able convenience and adaptability to its pur- 


poses. 

The central rotunda or court is 100 feet in 
length, east and west, and rises to the full 
height of the building, At the top is a glass 
roof of stained Venetian plates, in delicate 
tints that match the finish of the walle and 
columns. The floor of the court is of white 
marble, and on the level of the second and 
third floors there are galleries around it, with 
handsome railings. 

The women’s waiting-room occupies the 
northwest corner of the first flodr. In dimen- 
sions it is 22x68 feet, and has every conveni- 
ence of closets, retiring rooms, etc. men’s 
room is just east of this and is a trifle smaller. 
This room is not intended as a smoking apart- 
ment. The smoking-room is just across the 
corridor in the southeast corner of the main 
structure. It is elevated about five feet from 
the floor of the corridor and reached by a 
stairway. : 

At the east end of the court it opens into 
the baggage-rooms in the wing. The res- 
taurant is on the lower floor, ny southwest 
corner of the main structure. It is complete 
in every detail, and, like the smokimg. 
its floor is raised a few feet from the level of 
the corridor. The ticket and telegraph offices 
are on the south side of the court.
